Investment firm 
buys 243 unpaid 
Morgan tax bills 

Tax bills just went up for 143 delin- 
quent Morgan County taxpayers. 
Taxease, a Texas-based investment com- 
pany, last week snapped up 143 unpaid 
Morgan County tax bills totaling 
$108,000. And they are set to go up for 
100 more within the next few days. 

County Clerk Randy Williams said 
the 2006 delinquent property taxes pur- 
chased by the firm ranged in amounts 
from $300.00 to $2,000.00. Most of the 
liens purchased by the company were for 
tracts of around 10 to 12 acres with 
dwellings, Williams said. Seven tax bills 
for mineral rights were also purchased 
by an individual from Illinois. 

In addition, the firm intends to 100 
additional unpaid tax bills dating back 
to 2001, Williams said. 

To retain clear title to the properties, 
the delinquent taxpayers have one year 
to pay the back taxes owed to the county 
as well as pay off the tax lien at 12% per 
annum, plus legal fees incurred by the 
lien purchaser. This means the per an- 
num interest rate could go as high as 
16%, Williams said. 

Private investors who purchase tax 
liens can legally hold them for up to 10 
years before petitioning the court to have

Little-used law could end 
Conley’s political career 



Prosecutor tells H-L he 
learned of law’s existence 
from A.G.’s investigator 

According to a story by Lee Mueller 
in Sunday’s Lexington Herald-Leader, 
the little-known new law under which 
Judge Executive Tim Conley was in- 
dicted by a special grand jury on May 
21 could disqualify him from ever again 
holding any public office. 

Charged on a complaint filed against 
him by two local county officials, 
Conley could also be sentenced to three 
years in prison if found guilty. 

Conley, who was elected to a second 
term last November, is accused of giv- 
ing a drain pipe worth $500 to a Mor- 



gan County resident, giving three sec- 
tions of pipe worth $900 to the Cow 
Branch Primitive Baptist Church, and 
with having a bulldozer he lent to the 
county for emergency road work re- 
paired at county expense. 

Such violations are common and are 
rarely prosecuted, Mueller wrote, not- 
ing that in an earlier interview, Conley, 
a Republican, had blamed the investi- 
gation, which began last September, two 
months before the general election, on 
Democratic politics. 

While there are other statutes under 
which county judges can and have been 
prosecuted, Conley is believed to be the 
first to be indicted under the harsher new 
law, which was enacted in 2003.

Magistrates’ budget 
is rejected by state 
as deadline nears 



Will attempt to revise 
bare-bones proposal; 
Riggsby is lauded 

Magistrate Stanley Riggsby received 
high marks from state officials last week 
for his efforts to put together a balanced 
budget in time to prevent a shutdown of 
county government. 

Earlier, Riggsby voted along with the 
majority of his fellow magistrates to re- 
ject a budget presented by Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley that to balance as re- 
quired by law included enactment of a 1 
percent payroll tax. 

In rejecting the measure, prepared by 
Conley and County Treasurer Tommy 
Phipps, the responsibility for preparing 
a budget shifted from the judge execu- 
tive to the magistrates. 

Staunchly opposed to a payroll tax, 
Riggsby said he believed enough spend- 
ing cuts could be made in county gov- 
ernment operations to achieve a bal- 
anced budget without the need for addi- 
tional revenue. 

But the bare-bones proposal Riggsby 
presented to Frankfort on behalf of his 
fellow magistrates failed to meet state 
approval. 

At a special fiscal court meeting last 
Thursday, Dan Waite, Executive Direc- 
tor of the state Office of Financial Man- 
agement and Administration, com- 
mended Riggsby, the District 3 magis- 
trate, for his efforts. 

“I want to say to everybody (that)

City payroll 
tax gets first 
reading Mon. 

5% levy on employees’ 
wages was set for passage 
at special meet last night 

At its regular meeting Monday 
evening, the West Liberty City Council, 
with little discussion, gave first readings 
to an ordinance to enact a one- half (.05) 
percent payroll tax and to a 2007-2008 
city budget ordinance reflecting the in- 
crease in revenue expected from the tax. 

The measures were scheduled for fi- 
nal readings and passage at special 
meeting last night (Wednesday). 

If enacted, the tax would generate an 
estimated $304,000 per annum. 

Mayor Bob Nickell said the addi- 
tional revenue from the tax is needed to 
offset increased costs for materials to 
maintain water and sewer service and 
other operating costs and sharp increases 
in insurance costs, and to acquire needed 
storage and working space at the waste- 
water treatment plant and at the old fire 
station on Riverside Drive. 

The additional revenue also would 
allow the police department to hire two 
additional police officers and another 
dispatcher. 

The council voted 5 to 1 for the pay- 
roll tax. Voting yes were Mark Walter, 
Vickie Henley, John May, and Jim Rupe. 
Alton Pelfrey voted no. Council mem- 
ber Belinda Jordan did not attend the 
meeting. 

The budget proposal was approved 
unanimously. 

The payroll tax would apply to all 
wage earners employed within the West 
Liberty city limits and the city’s $10.00 
car sticker tax would be eliminated.

County at least one year preceding the election or appointment. Applicant iden- 
tification will be required prior to taking the examination. A driver’s license or 
other ID with recent picture will be required as evidence of identification.

It is interesting to me that a 
community -based project such as 
the Eastern Kentucky Heritage 
Monument would be met with 
deep skepticism by a few indi- 
viduals in the face of overwhelm- 
ing support from the community. 
Perhaps there is much to be said 
for the old adage that sometimes 
we in Eastern Kentucky can be 
our own worst enemies. Allow 
me to explain. 

The monument project is 
nearly five years in the making. 
It has gone through an extensive 
public planning process.. Our 
approach to the project is truly 
community based. We haven’t 
sought people from outside of 
Eastern Kentucky to solve this 
enormous task. The idea origi- 
nated locally. The planning and 
thought is from the imagination 
of local folks, and the process has 
been inclusive for everyone in the 
region. We have garnered the 
support of people in neighboring 
counties. We have received pub- 
lic funding through the Appala- 
chian Regional Commission to 
conduct a very involved planning 
process. Our records are open to 
the public. We have not been se- 
cretive about the project. We’ve 
made our intentions known about 
where we would like to locate the 
monument and what the entire 
project will look like. Even our 
mistakes and thought processes 
have been made very available to 
everyone. We have accepted our 
flaws humbly and continue to re- 
vise our goals based on input 
from many people. 

Everyone on the non-profit 
board involved in this planning 
process is committed to the same 
principles; we will never make a 
penny off of the project; we vol- 
unteer our efforts and time; we 
believe in the idea of regional 
unity on accomplishing this; and 
we want to see the entire region 
benefit. Not only is this a testa- 
ment to what Eastern Kentucky 
people can do when we work to- 
gether, it is a statement about our 
rich contribution to the entire na- 
tion, and the monument will be a 
cornerstone for new economic 
development in the region. The 
sheer impact of such a project 
will reshape the world view of 
Eastern Kentucky and mountain 
people. 

Now, more than five years into 
the planning for this project we 
are close to the first big step, ac- 
quisition of property at the Moun- 
tain Parkway Rt. 11 junction in 
Campton. The fiscal court has 
anted up, and it has been demon- 
strated that the county has avail- 
able economic development 
funds to acquire the property. Use 
of these funds would not endan- 
ger any other economic develop-

ment opportunities that may 
arise. 

And, just as we seem clear to 
take that first giant step, we hit a 
snag. Now, it appears that some 
are committed to derailing the 
project. Speculation on land 
value seems to be steering our 
project in another direction. 
There are now others interested 
in buying the property. We are 
not sure about the intentions, and 
frankly, that is not even a con- 
cern. The reality is that our bid 
to acquire the property is fading. 
We simply don’t have the means 
to bid against anyone, and we 
will not waste public money by 
accepting a greatly inflated price. 
It is a pity, because this would 
have been a beautiful site for the 
monument, and it would have 
benefited Campton greatly. 

I say this i2s a free country 
controlled by market forces and 
if someone wants to buy the 
property, there isn’t anything we 
would want to do to stand in the 
way. We like our idea and project, 
but we can’t say that our idea is 
better than anyone else’s. Our 
funds come from public trust and 
public faith. We don’t have the 
money in the bank to make the 
purchase. Our bank account is 
backed by community faith, only, 
and our money would come from 
a public investment agreed to by 
the county government. We can’t 
outbid someone with money in 
hand. We can’t stand at auction 
and raise our hand as the auction- 
eer puts the price further and fur- 
ther out of reach. Our only hope 
now is that whoever buys the 
property does something with it 
that is worthy of the community. 
Freedom is a double-edged 
sword, and we accept that in a 
society ruled by market forces 
you usually lose to a higher bid- 
der. 

As for the monument board, 
we are happy to say that we have 
other options for a location, and 
there are many good sites that 
have merits for what we hope to 
accomplish for the region, and 
fortunately for us, there are many 
other places in the contiguous 
counties where we would be 
greeted with less skepticism. We 
are fortunate that we have broad 
community support like we have 
witnessed in Wolfe County, be- 
cause that is what keeps the 
project going. Unfortunately, it is 
beginning to look like our pre- 
ferred site won’t be an option, 
and that is dictated by forces be- 
yond our control. However, we 
are also confident in our project, 
and we WILL NOT BE DE- 
TERRED in our goal to see the 
monument built. 

The members of the monu- 
ment board sincerely appreciate 
the broad community and re- 
gional support of our project. We 
will continue to work with the 
community and region in mind, 
and we welcome everyone’s in- 
put and involvement.

According to Mueller’s story, 
online records at the state Admin- 
istrative Office of the Courts do 
not show whether Conley is the 
first person prosecuted under the 
2003 Abuse of Public Trust stat- 
ute, but Bob Arnold, executive 
director of the Kentucky Associa- 
tion of Counties, said he never 
heard of the law and in fact didn’t 
remember the legislation. 

According to Florence City 
Attorney Larry Dillon, who was 
quoted by Mueller, the statute 
was drafted in direct response to 
outrage in Florence, Ky., after it 
was learned that the city’s finance 
director, Ron Epling, a CPA, had 
embezzled over $4.2 million 
from the city. 

Floyd County Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Brent Turner, 
who advised the special grand 
jury that indicted Conley, told 
Mueller, he thinks the law has 
been used at least twice in Ken- 
tucky to prosecute public offi- 
cials, but he did not know 
whether they were judge execu- 
tives. 

Turner denied any political 
motives in the case which, he told 
Mueller, was assigned to him af- 
ter local prosecutors withdrew. 
He said he learned about the ex- 
istence of the new Abuse of Pub- 
lic Trust law from the case’s head 
investigator, Stan Farler of the 
Kentucky Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. The K.B.I. is the investiga- 
tive arm of the Kentucky Attor- 
ney General’s Office and was 
created by the current AG, Greg 
Stumbo, a few months after his 
election in 2003. 

Farler, who now works for the 
Floyd County Sheriff’s Office, 
also denied any political motives, 
according to Mueller’s story. 

“It was a straight investigation 
on a complaint that came in from 
the county,” Farler told Mueller.

proposals, the magistrates pro- 
posed budget “will be about 
$205,000 short, based on ex- 
penses and revenues you will 
need to run the county,” Waite 
said. 

“The court can pass a budget 
and say it’s balanced,” Waite 
said. “But if your numbers are 
unrealistic based on hard data 
and statutory formula, I can’t ap- 
prove it.” 

“Somehow, you’re going to 
have to bring in additional rev- 
enue,” Waite said. 

Both Waite and state Local 
Government Advisor Tom Dob- 
son, who also attended the meet- 
ing, advised the magistrates that 
if an underfunded budget were to 
be approved, “you would run into 
even more trouble.” 

There would be no money for 
gravel, no money for asphalt, no 
money for fuel,” and no money 
to meet emergencies — “the 
bumps that are bound to occur, 
such as road washouts, bridge 
damages, etc.,” Waite said. 

Nor would there be money 
available to support the county’s 
emergency services agencies, 
and no money for economic de- 
velopment. 

Customary county support for 
senior citizens and veterans or- 
ganizations, youth activities and 
recreation programs would be 
out. 

Faced with a decision on 
whether to accept the original 
budget, which provides for those 
services with the infusion of rev- 
enue from a payroll tax, or to try 
to revise Riggsby’s proposal, the 
magistrates chose to try one more 
time to come up with an even 
leaner spending plan that might 
be acceptable in Frankfort. 

Their time is short. They have 
until June 10. If the budget they 
submit at that time is approved 
by the state, the court would have 
just barely enough time to pass 
it before the July 1 deadline. 

If a budget is not approved by 
July 1, the county, by law, will 
be prohibited from expending 
any funds, services will be shut 
down, and suit could be filed 
against the court and its members 
individually, to force the adop- 



tion of a realistic balanced bud- 
get. 

One avenue for reducing bud- 
get expenditures remains avail- 
able to the magistrates — em- 
ployee layoffs. 

Their first attempt to achieve 
a balanced budget not dependent 
on a payroll tax envisioned, 
among other things, selling some 
of the county’s road equipment 
to generate extra general fund 
money, but it did not call for lay- 
ing off county workers. 

The court will hold a special 
meeting at 8:30 a.m. tomorrow 
(Friday) at which they plan to 
present their revised budget for 
consideration. 

Fiscal court members attend- 
ing last week’s meeting were 
Judge Executive Conley, Magis- 
trate Riggsby, and Magistrates 
Frankie Spencer, Burton Stacy, 
Denzil Potter, and Randy 
Cantrell.

the property sold. When it is sold, 
the investor gets back his initial 
investment from the sale price, 
plus the accrued interest with the 
remainder going to the county to 
settle the tax claim. 

Considered by many as preda- 
tory and heartless, the investment 
in tax liens by speculators is en- 
tirely legal because of a state law 
enacted in 1998. 

Before the law was enacted, 
many delinquent tax bills were 
purchased by the counties but 
rarely put up for sale. The upside 
to the purchase of tax bills by pri- 
vate investors is that counties get 
the money owed and as property 
owners become aware of the 
practice, tax delinquencies go 
down.

Corps bans cliff 
jumping and diving 
in Huntington Dist. 

HUNTINGTON, W.Va. — 
Just as the summer recreation 
season began, the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers banned jump- 
ing and diving from cliffs at lakes 
in its Huntington (W.Va.) District, 
which includes most of Ohio, 
West Virginia and southwest Vir- 
ginia, much of Eastern Kentucky, 
and a small piece of North Caro- 
lina — essentally, the middle of 
the Ohio River watershed. The 
ban covers parts of four states, 
not four entire states, as CNN in- 
correctly indicated today. 

The Corps’ notice says viola- 
tion is punishable by a fine of up 
to $5,000 and a jail term of up to 



six months. It says the new rule 
applies to all lakes in the district, 
but then lists the lakes covered 
and leaves out some small ones 
it operates. 

The Kentucky lakes listed are 
Dewey, Fishtrap, Grayson, 
Paints ville and Yates ville. 

No other corps districts have 
similar cliff-diving bans, Corps 
spokesman David Hewitt told 
John Raby of The Associated

Money for counties 
with national-forest 
land in Iraq bill 

The Iraq war funding bill 
passed last week includes $425 
million to continue, through Sep- 
tember, payments to rural coun- 
ties hurt by decreased logging in 
national forests. 

It funds “more than 700 tim- 
ber counties in 39 states, mostly 
in the West and South,” reports 
Matthew Daly of The Associated 
Press. “It does not include a Sen- 
ate-approved plan to spend 
nearly $5 billion to continue the 
payments law through 2011 and 
reimburse state and local govern- 
ments for federally owned prop- 
erty. . . . Still, most lawmakers 
from affected states said they 
were pleased to salvage at least 
a one-year extension, noting that 
some schools and counties in the 
rural West and South have begun 
layoffs in anticipation of a fund- 
ing cutoff.” 

The county timber payments 
program, created in 2000 to off- 
set declining timber revenues that 
helped fund local schools and 
governments, has been in limbo 
since it expired last year.

Barns are being 
salvaged for use 
in new homes 

LEXINGTON — “Barn 
raisings, those traditional rural 
events when neighboring farm- 
ers got together to build new 
barns, have shifted into reverse 
gear all across Kentucky. Nowa- 
days, barns are a lot more likely 
to be taken down than raised up,” 
reports Jim Warren of the Lex- 
ington Herald-Leader. 

“But some are being saved to 
serve new purposes. Look inside 
some of the fanciest new homes 
being built in Lexington today 
and you can find remnants of 
Central Kentucky’s great old 
barns in the floors, in the walls, 
in the ceilings.” 

The demand is national, War- 
ren was told by George 
Gatewood, whose Longwood 
Antique Woods of Lexington has 
recycled almost 300 barns into 
wood for new construction. “The 
demand for this kind of material 
is tremendous all over the coun- 
try,” Gatewood told the reporter. 
“I’ve got a guy in Seattle calling 
me right now who’s looking for 
4,000 feet of 8-inch barn siding 



to make flooring.” 

Lexington builder Craig 
Rushing said, “Old wood has a 
richness and character to it that 
you just can’t get from newer 
wood, and a lot of people like 
having that kind of history in 
their new homes.” 

Barns are declining as farms 
consolidate, vanish amid devel- 
opment or abandon the growing 
and housing of tobacco. With the 
end of federal quotas and price- 
supports, tobacco production is 
moving to the western part of the 
state, where land is cheaper than 
in the Bluegrass Region but large 
tracts can be assembled.

“The United Auto Workers 
union “has launched a big new 
push” to organize the huge 
Toyota Motor Manufacturing 
plant in Georgetown, Ky., “try- 
ing to capitalize on fears of lower 
pay, outsourcing of jobs and on 
Toyota’s treatment of injured 
workers,” reports Sholnn Free- 
man of The Washington Post. 
“The UAW has never succeeded 
in organizing a foreign auto as- 
sembly plant in the United 
States, but Toyota’s emergence 
as the world’s largest automaker 
has added urgency to this effort.” 
So have impending contract ne- 
gotiations and the recent sale of 
Chrysler Corp. to a private eq- 
uity firm. 

“The UAW and the workers 
have seized on leaked business 



documents from Toyota that de- 
tail a plan to put a lid on manu- 
facturing wages in the United 
States,” Freeman reports. At the 
factory it is building near Tupelo, 
Miss., the Japanese company 
“plans to pay workers about $20 
an hour in a region where many 
people earn $12 to $13 an hour. 
The average Toyota worker at 
Georgetown makes about $25 an 
hour.” 

“In rural towns, high wages 
put pressure on other local em- 
ployers to pay more,” Freeman 
reports, quoting Ross E. 
Eisenbrey, vice president and 
policy director of the labor-ori- 
ented Economic Policy Institute: 
“Instead of leading with $25 or 
$27, you have them paying $12,” 
said Freeman. “That whole ef-

Toyota says market forces re- 
quire it to re-evaluate compensa- 
tion policies — “a matter that has 
to be negotiated with the union 
at UAW-represented plants,” 
Freeman notes. “Toyota today is 
one of the auto industry’s most 
profitable companies, and offi- 
cials think its continued success 
depends on controlling costs.” 

Pete Gritton, vice president 
for human resources at the 
Georgetown plant, which em- 
ploys 7,200, said lower pay 
scales “would ultimately trans- 
late into stable employment for 
American autoworkers,” the Post 
reports. “He said Toyota is seek- 
ing to maintain cost-effective 
growth in the United States so it 
can compete with low-wage 
countries such as China, Mexico 
and Brazil. “We are the only ma- 
jor manufacturer of automobiles 
that is trying to grow and expand 
its business in the U.S. right 
now,” he told Freeman.
